9. (Currently amended) A nucleotide probe or primer specific for an ngn3 nucleic acid, 
wherein the nucleotide probe or primer comprises SEQ ID NO: I, or of a complementary 
polynucleotide sequence of SEP ID NO: 1 said isolat e d nucleic acid , wherein the nucleotide 
probe or primer comprises a marker compound.

22. (Original) The recombinant vector according to claim 21, wherein the recombinant 
vector is an adenovirus.
